.S.\L'JtAM«HTO, May 22.—The third state 


convention of the People's 1'arly inel in 
the assembly chambers of the capitol 
this morning, being called to order by 
Wardell of Los Angeles. There were 
over ItOO delegate in attendance, a num- 
ber of whom were women. T. D. Fow- 
ler of Fresno was selected :IB temporary 
chairman, and Jesse Poundstone of Co- 
lusa secretary, with R. D. Bush of AJa- 
meda and Milton Carlson of Los Au~ 
jjeles as assistants. At 11.15 a.m. a re- 
cess was taken for thirty minulus in 
order that committees might be select- 
ed. The remainder of the forenoon ses- 
sion was consumed in selecting mem- 
bers fur different committees, and at 
12.30 recess was taken until 2 p.m. 


Convention again met at 2 o'clock 


and the galleries contained a large num- 
ber of spectators, mostly women. 


There were no delegates present from 


Mono, Alpine, Ventura, Inyo and Yuba 
counties. 


On motion of Johnson of Red JJluff it, 


was decided that all resolutions be re- 
ferred to the proper committee. A great 
deal of time was consumed in reading 
resolution B, all of which were strongly 
populietic and many were loudly ap- 
plauded. One of ttie first to start vigor- 
ous applauEc was the following: 


Resolved, Thai irrigating ditches be 


built through arid lauds by the govern- 
ment and that the men who labor 
thereon shall have the piior right to 
lease or buy the lands. 


The committee on credentials asked 


for instructions regarding proxies. 


Itivcreide, which was entitled to live 


delegates, had only sent one. This was 
because the parly members there were 
poor and could not afford to come. Four 
of them h»d authorized the fifth man to 
cast their votes. 


Wardell moved that Hie proxies be 


admitted. A delegate from San Uiis 
Ooiepo objected. He raid he had been 
chosen as a delegate when he did not 
11uve a dollar In his pockel, lint he had 
hitched up his horse and driven every 
foot of Ihe diHtanco, over ^00 miles, and 
got here on lime. 
If delegates were 


earnest in the work they would drive 
2000 milcp. 


A Sun .loaquin delegate said lie had 


driven forty-live milea because he did 
mil have money to pay railroad fare.

The chairman read a resolution (not 


signed) in which it was suggested that 
the convention incorporate in its plat- 
form that the Pacific railroads, which 
lire now nailing a 2 per cent loan for 100 
years, be open to use of o^her railroad 
companies desiring to run trains over 
same, on fitu-h terms and for such com- 
pensation ae may bo fixed by Ihe intur- 
ptnte i-omiiierrt! commission. Tabled. 


The committees on credentials and or- 


der of business presented reports. The 
latter included a clause providing for 
the selection of candidate for United 
Stales senator to be w>nmim>n<l<>il to 
the next legislature for election. This 
E 


recipitated' a warm debate. Rose of 
oleiiii moved lo slrikc it out and Collier 


of Ran Francisco opposed the motion. 
Wilkins of Santa Cm?, supported Hose 
and Brown of Santa Clara spoke for the 
committee report. The applause tliftt 
followed every speaker who favored the 
nomination of a man for senator showed 
thatthescntimentof the delegates was 
in favor of Gator.

;ot hatches from this which uatfi tho hi- 
ide of the kernel, leaving only the 
ull. The maggot fully grown is about 
lie-tenth of on inch in length. It re- 
lains in tho kernel nine days after full 
rown in a puna state, when the perfect 
"icct gnaws its way out. The perfect 
.ject still continues to feed upon the 
rain. From the laying of the egg till 
he ineect matures is about forty-five 
aye. A single pair will produce 0000 
isecls in four and one-half months in 
•arm weather. The insects will not 
ropagate till the teir.peratnre of the 
ruin rigcB above 48 degrees Fahrenheit.

LABOR is "BENEFITED. 


THK esteemed Kspo.-itor appears to be 


in ill humor with itself nnd Ihe rest of 
the world, which probably iicvounts for 
the bail form of n concluding paragraph 
in an editorial in last evening's issue, 
viz: "Let Tin; RKITIIMCAX brins? for- 
ward a hired worker in n vineyard 
whose wages have been affected favora- 
bly by the preseitt McKinlcy law before 
it asks any more impertinent ques- 
tions." 


TUB KEi'i-nLit-AX lias no hired worker 


at hand to bring forward for the purpose 
mentioned, but it will, nevertheless, do 
as much to enlighten its contemporary 
as though the suggestion had been made 
in soft and gentle accents. 


THK REITJHLICAN frankly states that 


there was no increase in the prices paid 
to vineyard labor under the McKinley 
law, for the very sufficient reason that 
the growth of the domestic industry 
brought a rapid decline in the high 
prices which Imd prevailed under the 
foreign monopoly, and as a matter c£ 
couree a decline in the price of raisins 
and an increase in the wages paid to 
labor in that industry would not occur 
during the same periou. This is an in- 
stance in which the consumer was the 
chief beneficiary of the protective duty, 
for the promotion of the domestic indus- 
try served to bring the price of a great 
fruit product within the reach of the 
masses. The advantage to labor con- 
sisted in tlie enlargement of the field of 
industry rather than in the advance of 
wages. But it was certainly better for 
labor to have that industry enlarged 
here instead of in Spain. 


This does not change the fact, how- 


ever, that tho avcrape rate of wages un- 
der the McKinley law increased up to 
tbe time that the Democratic threat to 
wipe out protection began to exercise its 
baleful effect upon the industries of tlie 
country, nor docs it take anything from 
the fact that there has been a steady 
increase in tho rate of wages and a de- 
crease in the cost of living during a 
quarter of a century of protection, up to 
the advent of the present deplorable 
times. 


These facia the free traders cannot 


anewer. 
They establish beyond the 


power of sophistry to disprove that 
labor has shared in tho benefits of pro- 
tection. 


The Expositor's contention that the 


price of labor in the raisin Industry is 
governed by the price of labor in othe r 
industries is in part true, and goes to 
establish the fact that all labor, whether 
in protected or non-protected indus- 
tries, ia benefited by protection. 
The 


tendency is to uphold wages in general. 


The fact is that wages are largely up- 


held by organizations of labor in 
the 


various industries of the country, but 
the farther eelf-cvldcnt fact exists and 
is unchangeable that the strongest labor, 
combination in the world cannot Us I 
wages beyond the ability of ita employ- 
ers lo pay out of the proceeds of tbe in-1 
dustry in which it ia employed. If the 
industry is rendered more profitable by 
protection, labor may organize and se- 
cure good wages through the force of its 
organization, but it the advantages rcal- 
ixed from protection are cut oil the 
strongest 
of 
labor 
orgaoi7.atio ns 


cannot 
maintain 
wages 
above 
tbe 


rates existing in similar industries in 
other countries. Statistics prove that 
the intelligent, organized labor of the 
United Stoles has succeeded in getting 
a large share of the benefits realized 
from the policy of protection to Ameri- 
can industry. Tho fortunes of a ma- 
jority of the 
millionaires have not 


come 
from 
protected 
industried, 


but from the railroads, the telegraoh 
and from speculation. Large fortunes, 
of course, have accumulated in the or- 
dinary linca of industry, but in the 
meantime the lalwrere therein have 
had better wages than those of any other 
country in tho world. The power of 
men with a genius for large business 
transactions to amass wealth can only 
be prevented under an entirely differ- 
ent system of government than any 
which exists at present. Free trade 
will not prevent it. The loss of the ad- 
vantages of protection, should it occur, 
will be inevitably transferred to tbe 
laborer in the form of reduced wages.
